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I am offering this testimony in strong support of SB0552 on behalf of the Maryland Legislative Coalition.  

The Maryland Legislative Coalition is an association of individuals and grassroots groups with members 

in every district in the state with well over 30,000 members.   

Our members are more than aware that we are living in a climate emergency.  Some counties in 

Maryland have already started, or completed, plans to try to mitigate the effects of the climate crisis, 

and make their communities less reliant on fossil fuels and mitigate the effects of climate change as 

much as possible.   

This is something that can’t be done in little isolated islands.  The whole state should participate if 

everyone is to benefit.  This is not to say that the state should be off the hook.  The state needs to lead 

in this process, but each county should create a Climate Action Plan that is tailored to the threats that 

the county is facing.   

Environmental justice should be front and center in each plan, as should transportation and land use.  

However, some counties will face greater threats from flooding, whereas the greatest threat in other 

counties centers around a lack of public transportation or an overabundance of fossil fuel infrastructure.  

Whatever the major threat, a plan of action should be in place.  

Waiting for someone else to figure it out, or worse yet, waiting for a disaster that takes lives, is not an 

option.  We cannot imagine the cost of failure to enact this legislation.
